Summary of Hels from the Far Cust. 


. JAPAN. 

From the New York papers we have now some fuller details 
of the revolutionary movement that has taken place in Japan, 
The Pacific mail steamer Great Republic, which brought the 
first intelligence, left Yokohama on the 27th January and 
reached San Francisco on Feb. 16. The following is a summary 
of her advices, which however must be received with caution, 
as telegrams to a later date via Galle (given in another column) 
do not corroborate the more important details :— 

A formidable revolution has taken place in Japan, in conse- 
quence of the opening of the new ports to foreigners. The 
young Mikado was seized by the three leading Princes of 
the Empire—Satsuma, Chosiu, and Tosa—and remained a 
prisoner in their hands. The Jate Shiogoon, Stotsbashi, fled 
from Miako, and shut himself up in the castle of Osaka, where 
he placed himself under the protection of the fleets of the 
foreign Fowers in that harbour. But the Ministers of the 
treaty Powers have given a distinct solemn assurance to the 
Japanese that they will not in any way iuterfere in the struggle. 
Stotsbashi was collecting forces and organising an army, with 
which he would attempt to recover his lost power. Meantime 
the confederated Daimios proposed no immediate action. 

It is not probable that the foreign Ministers would make any 
efforts for a settlement of their relations with either of the 
opposing parties until after the assembling of the nobility of 
the Empire in council. Meanwhile the country was without a 
recognised head. Disturbances of a serious nature had taken 
The enclosure of the principal palace of the 
Shiogoon was broken into by a mob, and the castle and resi- 
dence of the ladies of his Court were set on fire and destroyed 


‘on the 16th of January. The widows of the former Shiogoons, 


who livéd in the palace, were killed. It is said that the 
mob consisted of the people of Satsuma, who were attempting 
to rescue a sister of their Prince, the wife of a former Shiogoon. 
Two days after this outrage the great palace of Prince Sat- 
suma, in Jeddo, was attacked and destroyed by the Shiogoon’s 
troops, aud a large amount of the Prince’s property in other 
parts of the city was plundered or destroyed. 

The officers of the Shiogoon disavow any intention to quarrel 
with Satsuma, but declare that they only wished to dislodge 
bands of robbers who were located in the places which were 
destroyed. It was reported that 140 of Satsuma’s men were 
killed and 160 wounded, and that the troops of the Shiogoon 
lost from 50 to 60 killed and wounded. 

Some of Satsuma’s men made their way out of the city to 
a small steamer belonging to the Prince, and steamed out into 
the harbour. They were followed by a war vessel of the Shio- 
goon, and a fight took place in which the latter was worsted and 
the steamer escaped. 

The ports of Hiogo and Osaka were formally proclaimed open 
to foreigners on the Ist of January, but trade had not yet com- 
menced at either place, owing to the disturbed condition of the 
country. The town of Hiogo was burned on Christmas-day. 

The condition of the first settlers at the new ports was very 
unpleasant. Their houses were of an ioferior description, and 
provisions of all kinds were scarce and dear. The main settle- 
ment was located at Kino, a miserable fishing village two miles 
from Hiogo. The foreign Ministers were generally censured for 
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siaclling a site so inferior in every respeeé to that of the port 
of Hiogo. 

Mr. F. G. Myburgh, the British Consul at the new port, died 
onthe 21st January. (The cause of death is not stated.] 

Another account states that a terrible mortality had broken 
out among the foreigners at Hiogo, twenty-four having died in 
as many days. 

The 25th of January beiug the Japanese New Year, all busi- 
ness was suspended at Yokohama, and trade and commerce had 
been dull for some tire past. Grey shirtings were in slight 
demand at $2.75 to $3.40; cotton yarns, $47 to $53. Silk 
market firm but quiet; best Maibash, $850; Ashu, $710; 
Koshio, 8730; Atchiscan, $520. Tea steady ; good business 
doing and prices frm, while stock was small; fiue, $34; me- 
dium, $30 to $34. Exchange on London, 4s. Ofd.; four 
months’ credit, 48. 48.; Bous, 298. Freights steady ; on New 
York, £3-10 ; on London, £4. 


YOKOHAMA. 

By the French mail delivered this morning we have advices 
from Yokohama to Jan. 18. The outward mails of Nov. 11 
and 18 arrived out on the 9th and 15th Jan. respectively. Up 
tothe departure of this mail there had been no actual hostili- 
ties between the Daimios and Stotsbashi, and a “bloodless 
revolution” was expected. The telegraphic news since received, 
however, tells a different tale. 

The Japan Times gives the following outline of the situa- 
tion :—“ The ports have been formally proclaimed open by the 
Ministers, and letters have been received from the settlers at 
Hiogo by more than one opportunity. ‘Trade is impossible in 
the present juncture of political circumstances, and in the 
total absence of the necessary appliances of Custom-house, 
quay, warehouses, &c., the present situation is most critical 
and unsatisfactory. The late Shiogoon, Stotsbashi, is quite re- 
tired from public life for the time, the Mikado and his Council 
are in the hands of the Southern Daimios, and the treaties of 
1858 are waste paper. Sir Harry Parkes is said to be prepar- 
ing to visit Kioto ; it is to be hoped that he goes at the invi- 
tation of the men who are now masters of the situation, and 
not with any foolish idea of supporting the fallen Stotsbashi 
by moral or material aid. It is a great misfortune for English 
merchants, and indeed for commercial men generally, that Eng- 
land is not represented in Japan by an abler man at this criti- 
caltime. Sir Harry's rashness and vacillation together have 
made shipwreck of whatever reputation he had in China as a di- 
plomatist. We have no fear for the ultimate result of the present 
agitation. The combination against .the Yedo family and 
their party is far too strong to admit of any thought of 
armed resistance to the Southern Daimios, without foreign 
aid. The Mikado and his Cabinet have put themselves into their 
hands, too, of their own free will, and the decrees which the 
Daimios will dictate will bear with them no reservation on ac- 
count of the Emperor’s position in the midst of their camp. The 
House of Iyeyas is beaten on all pointsand must succumb to fate. 
We have positive assurance that until the fleet leaves Hiogo 
Bay the Daimios will not deliberate. Admiral Keppel has just 
arrived in this port in his flag ship, the Rodney, and it is to be 
hoped that this is the signal for the dispersion of his squadron. 
It is probable that the compromise necessary to ensure peace 
will shortly be effected at Kioto, certainly within a couple of 
months. The Daimios do not demand the opening of the whole 
country, nor of the whole seaboard ; they profess themselves 
perfectly satisfied that Yokohama, Osaka, Nagasaki, and Hako- 
dadi should remain the entrepots of trade, provided that the 
customs collected there are collected for the Mikado, and applied 
to general and imperial purposes, not merely to swell the Yedo 
exchequer ; and that they shall have equal rights with the 
‘Tokugawa family and the Fudais, its vassals—the rights of free 
entry of their own goods and untaxed purchase of the manufac- 
tures imported by foreigners.” 

One desponding correspondent writes from Hiogo, under date 
of January 10th :—“ This place is a real ‘take-in ’ for the first 
year or two, and I am sorry I ever came. At Osaka the Japanese 
merchants are offering 25 per cent. less for European manufao- 
tures than they will sell for in Yokohama, and do not seem in- 
clined to deal even at that.” Another writes :—“ The Japanese 
Government and the foreign Ministers appear to have placed 
the sito of the settlement in as nice a positioa as they could 
“possibly think of to prevent foreigners from intermixing with 
the natives, Hiogo (proper) being only two miles distant from, 
where foreigners will be allowed to reside, All Japanese mor- 
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person realise 13 to hive any conversation with this class he has 
to walk to Hiogo. This is not all; when he is about a mile 
on the road, if he chances to look back, he finds a Japanese 
officer (spy) following him wherever he may go. At pre- 
sent there is no business of any kind doing between 
foreigners and Japanese. There seems to be some secret in- 
fluence holding the Japanese in check, and I do not believea 
sale of foreign goods to Japanese has been effected since 
foreigners landed here. 

It is with much regret that we have to record, among the 
incidents attending the opening of these ports, the death of 
Admiral Bell, of the American navy, who was drowned on the 
11th inst. with his flag Lieutenant, Commander Reid, and ten 
men, while attempting to cross the bar at the mouth of the 
Osake river. Admiral Bell entered the service in 1823 and 
distinguished himself during the recent civil war, in the course 
of which he received rapid promotion. One circumstance 
attendant on his untimely death is very saddening; he was 
actually on the retired list, holding command of the China 
squadron only until the arrival of his successor. He was fre- 
quently, of late, expressing to his friends here the pleasure 
with which ho anticipated returning to his family. We under- 
stand that he was much respected and beloved by those under 
his command. 

The condition of Yedo and its surrounding districts dur- 
ing these evil days has been pitiable. The Government 
officers conceal from the Consulates as much as they pos- 
sibly can of the state of the country, but they were com- 
pelled a few days ago to intimate that rea! danger existed 
for foreigners who went on expeditions to any distatce. 
The house of a Hatamoto, at a place of common resort for 
foreign tourists, was attacked on the night of the 9th bya 
considerable body of ronins and completely gutted of every- 
thing of value. Yedo is almost in a state of siege by these 
masterless men, and the distress prevalent there in consequence 
is great. The numberless beggars, the poverty-struck look of 
many of the houses, and the deserted condition of the streets, 
are melancholy to look upon. ‘lhe Kokushi Daimios, no longer 
compelled to keep up their establishments in Yedo, are with- 
drawing them—Satsuma has already dismantled his yashikis— 
and the tradespeople are naturally shutting up their shops, either 
to follow their customers or to seek ‘new ones in less expensive 
towns. The foreigner is accused as the cause of all this in- 
evitable distress. 

In a postscript, dated noon, Jan. 18, the Times adds :-—“ A 
rumour is current among the Japanese that a meeting has 
taken place between Sir Harry Parkes and Stotsbashi. The 
night before last a fire broke out in the Shiogoon’s palace at 
Yedo, which was not extinguished till yesterday. The palace, 
or castle, is divided into two main parts—the O-shiro and the 
Ni-sbiro, of which the former is the chief. The fire has 
destroyed a smaller building within the O-shiro enclosure, called 
the Ni-no maru, which, so far as we can make out at present, is 
a strong place for retirement to in case of need. This has been 
totally consumed, and the accident is said of course to have been 
the work of incendiaries.” 

The Japan Herald, under the head of “ Latest Intelligence ” 
says: “The Foreign Ministers at Osaka have held a solemn 
audience and tendered their unanimous expression of sympathy 
to the late Tycoon, to whom the strict observance of the Treaties 
is due. Stotsbashi on his part has replied, protesting against 
the recent events at Kioto, assuring the Ministers that the 
honour of Japan is engaged in the maintenance of the Treaties 
and Conventions, and that this he would yet guarantee.” 

A paper has been established called the Hiogo and Osaka 
Herald, in connection with the Japan Herald at Yokohama. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

The dates are down to the 26th January. The London mail of 
November 26th arrived out on the 12th January, with telegrams 
to the 6th of December. 

A meeting of land-renters, &., was held on the 10th, at 
which various topics were discussed. The collection of the 
Land-tax on its old basis, up to the end of the financial year, 
was assented to. No further steps towards appointing a com- 
mittee for the purposes of re-assessing land were taken. A re- 
assessment of Chinese house property was ordered, the previous 
asseasment having proved very inexact. It ,was announced that 


chants of any standing or wealth reside in Hiogo, so that if any | H.B.M. Government have decided to build a gaol, on a plot of 
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ground on the Soochow Creek adjoining the gasworks ; and a road 
which is marked through it on the plan, was given up by the 
land-renters. The Municipal Council had previously issued an 
interesting supplementary report, designed to bring before the 
land-reuters the principal topics that awaited their discussion. 
Amongst these, besides the questions above referred to, were 
the construction of a public slaughter-house, and the opening 
of the new cemetery and final closing of the old one after the 
1st April next ; but considcration of these was deferred. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

The Customs returns of trade at Shanghai during the month 
of November show a decrease in the import of shirtings from 
207,000 to 122,000 pieces ; in T-cloths from 49,000 to 32,000 ; 

-in drills from 25,000 to 6,000; in camlets from 12,000 to 
2,000 ; in long ells from 13,000 to 11,000; in lustres from 
24,000 to 17,000 ; in iron from 10,000 to 5,000 piculs, and in 
sugar from 86,000 to 52,000. The import of coal has slightly in- 
creased, from 7,000 to 9,000 tons. There is an increase of 4,000 
piculs in the import of black tea from Hankow, but a corres- 
ponding decrease from Kiukiang. Green tea, from both Ningpo 
and Kiukiang, is much the same as last year ; 19,000 piculs of 
black and 41,000 of green tea have been re-exported. 

A correspondent expresses apprehension that game is about 
to become scarce in the neighbourhood of Shanghai. The 
supply of pheasants is ample, so long as excursionists merely 
look on sport as a means to the enjoyment of a few days’ trip. 
But if wholesale slaughtering expeditions come in vogue, the 
result must, he argues, be the gradual extinction of one of the 
best sources of healthy recreation that Shanghai commands. 

In the bankruptcy case of T. C. Jones, Government claimed 
$3,981, and opposed his discharge. The Chief Judge said he 
was placed in a difficult position. He had to administer justice, 
and at the same time study what was best for the creditors. 
Mr. Myburgh said it was in the power of the Court either to 
withhold the bankrupt’s discharge, or to give it conditiona!ly, 
or imprisonhim. The Chief Judge remarked that the Crown 
were in a different position to the other creditors. It might be 
all very well for them to make an example, but the other credi- 
tors would suffer. He would therefore take time to consider 
his judgment. 

It is satisfactory to find that the Chinese Government are 
making some tardy reparation for the old Fung Shui disturb- 
ance, which resulted in the destruction of Mr. Reynold’s tele- 
graph from Woosung. Steamers approaching the port are now 
to be signalised for Woosung to the Harbourmaster’s hulk and 
thence to the Customs’ hulk, from which signal guns are to be 
also fired on the arrival of the mail. So far so good ; but after 
all, why not have the telegraph, which would be much more ac- 
curate and much more rapid ? 

The most important item{[in connection with commerce is 
the notification issued by Mr. Consul Medhurst, and approved 
by Sir Rutherford Alcock, cautioning merchants against the 
acceptance of written guarantees or “security chops” of 
Chinamen, without other and collateral security. The next 
notification we may expect will be that it has from custom be- 
come law, that the Chinese may with impunity cancel all their 
obligations to British subjects. 

A villanous outrage was perpetrated a few nights ago, at 
Trefancha Farm, by some villagers. They broke into the 
stable, in the absence of the owner, and stabbed two ponies, 
one of which was found deadjwith hisfentrails protruding, and 
gashed in a fearful manner ; the other_is so badly cut that he 
will be useless. They also cut through the leg of tho colt 
Javelin, who was only bought a short time back. It is pro- 
bable this cowardly attack was made in;revenge for Mr. Bidwell 
prosecuting some villagers some time back, in the Mixed Court, 
for a similar outrage. The matter has been represented to 
H.M.’s Consul, who has referred the matter to the Taoutai, re- 
questing that prompt measures be taken to discover the mis- 
creants. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Recreation Fund was held, 
to discuss a claim by the Race Course Committee for payment 
of a balance of 3,700 taels, balance of purchase muney for the 
land inside the race course. Messrs. Hogg, Overweg, and Groom 
were appointed a committee to deal with the matter. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Shanghai Wharf Company 
was held on the 22nd, when the ssle of the wharf to H.B.M. 
Government for 25,000 taels was formally announced. ‘The 
mortgage had been paid off; and a small balance remained at 
the credit of the company in the bank. 

_ A fully attended meeting of members and shareholders in 
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the Shanghai Club, was held on the 17th, when rules were 
passed ; and it was arranged that general and balloting com- 
mittees should be elected during the current week. 

A meeting of members of the Rowing Club was held on the 
20th, at which the accounts, showing a balance of Tls. 131 in 
favour of the club, were passed. Messrs. Little, Low, Geary, 
Scott and Batt were elected a committee for the ensuing year, 
and Mr, Little was re-elected captain of the club. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Racket Club was held on 
the 21st, at which it was shown that the liabilities incurred 
beyond the subscribed capital amount to nearly 3,900 taels ; 
against which, however, there are about 2,000 taels of pro- 
spective assets. The club is paying a net profit of about 100 
taels per mensem. <A committee, consisting of Messrs. Bell, 
Maccall, Robinson, Mackintosh, and Groom, was appointed, to 
report on the position of the club, and to suggest a scheme for 
paying off the debt. 

It is expected that the total export of tea from Niugpo will 
hardly equal last year. The export of cotton has nearly ceaso:l, 
the Hankow demand having failed. ‘The exportation of silk is 
200 pieces short of last year. 

We learn from Chefoo that the inundation {of the Yellow 
River, in Shantung, has subsided, and that its banks have been 
repaired. 

The Commissioner of Customs of Chinkiang says the increase 
in the importation of English picce goods continues most satis- 
factory, a month’s importation now being equal almost to the 
yearly supplies some time back. Nevertheless, the stocks, large 
as they appear, are easily disposed of, at fairly remunerative 
prices, 


HONG KONG. 

The dates are down to the 30th January. The London 
mail of the 10th December arrived out on the 22nd January. 
The P. and O. mail was to leave on the lst Feb. 

The half-yearly general mecting of the Hong Kong Chamber 
of Commerce was held on the 18th January. The princijal 
resolution carried at the meeting was to the following effect : 
“ That in view of the irregularity of the receipt of tclegrams 
from Mr. Lane, of London, it is proposed that telegrams through 
that source be discontinued at once, and that the secretary be 
authorised to communicate with Messrs. Gibson, Thomson and 
Co., of Galle, for the transmission of the latest news from Eng: 
land, and, if this modo should not prove more eflicient, that 
telegrams bo discontinued altogether.” 

A meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company was 
held on the 25th January, the Hon. W. Keswick in the chaiv. 
The meeting was held for the purpose of adopting the report 
for the past year, and approving of the accounts up to the 31st 
December last. Copies of the same were handed round for their 
inspection. Mr. Burrows congratulated the shareholders that 
they had escaped with so sinall au amount of loss ($74,000) 
from the late fire. The Chairman observed that the less was 
$88,951.60, but they had reason to congratulate themselves even 
then. Mr. Bosman proposed that the report be now adopted, 
and the accounts passed ; which, being seconded by Mr. Deacon, 
was catried unanimously. Mr. Rowett then proposed that 
the committee for the year should be composed of the following 
members :—Messrs. Duncanson, Heard, Kaye, Ryrie, and Rangel 
the two latter being re-elected ; which motion was also unani- 
mously carried. 

A public meeting of residents was held iu the Supreme Court 
House, for the purpose of forming an auxiliary branch of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. UE. the Governor occu- 
pied the chair, and was supported by the Lord Bishop, the 
Chief Justice, and the Revds. Messrs. Warren (secy.), Beach, 
and Vaughan (from India). A large number of ladies, nearly 
all the clergy of the district, and others attended. 

The observance of the Chinaman’s New Year's Day, on 
Saturday, the 25th January, was celebrated with the usual 
amount of chin-chinning and firing of crackers by the nativos, 
and by the foreigners with cricket and fuotball and gther 
games. The day was observed almost as a general holiday. 
The Governmont offices were kept open for an hour or two, but 
there being nothing to be done, they were closed. 

A Foochow letter advises the laying down of a gunboat for 
the Chinese in connection with the Arsenal. The steam machi- 
nery was also put in motion, viz, la:hes, saws, &c., &c. They 
also laid the first stone of the workshops, &c. At present the 
shops are all wood. Jt it really wonderfy] what they 
baye dong in twelve months. The place itself was a 
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low swamp covered with water at every spring tide. It 
has been raised five feet throughout, viz., about 1,400 yards of 
river frontage, and, falling to tho hills, about 600 yards 
back. They have built six enormous houses for the swells, and 
many smaller ones for the mechanics. They have two schools 
one for English, where they teach navigation, &. This school 
is under the charge of a Mr. Carrol, late of Greenwich school, 
assisted by Lai-Sun. Tho other is a French school, with only 
about 20 scholars. This does not seem to take so well as the 
English, although there is a very good fellow at the head of it,— 
a Mr. Borel. ‘The buildings are very fine, and built in a most 
substantial manner. 

Mr. Thomas Child Hayller, barrister, from Bombay, was in- 
troduced to the Court, and his name enrolled. The Chief-Justice 
remarked that ho supposed Mr. Hayller had read the local or- 
dinances, but he [nevertheless would take this opportunity of 
saying that he would be enrolled as an advocate in this court, 
subject, however, according to section |10 of Ordinance 6 of 
1845, to be removed and struck off upon reasonable cause. 

On the Hong Kong petition to Parliament the Daily Press 
says :-——- 

The petition against the Military Contribution was, we understand, to 
have gone home by the mail of the 1st, but owing to the necessity of 
making various arrangements for securing it proper support in England, 
it appeared doubtful whether all the necessary correspondence on the sub- 
ject could be ready to go forward with the petition by this opportunity. 
We believe therefore that the important document will be held over till the 
mail of the 12th. It will reach England leaving here, even then, in such 
good time, that the trifling delay will not matter. Sent away in the 
middle of February, it ought to reach England about the end of 
March, when the session will still be in its infancy. Giving the 
promoters of the petition at home a month to make their arrange- 
ments, the presentation may take place inthe early part of April, 
and about the end of Maygwe may be looking out in the London 
papers then coming to hand to ascertain the fate of the enterprise. The 
names of eighty European and American firms, including nearly all which 
are well known, are appended to the sheet on which the petition ends. 
Several sheets of individual names have already been filled up, and ad- 
vantage will be taken of the extra time, which will be obtained by post- 
poning the departure of the petition over the present mail, to increase the 
strength of the main body of signatures. One interesting feature of the 
petition will be a sheet covered with Chinese hong stamps, the names of 
the hongs being written underneath, or by the side, in English, letters. 
The total number of signatures will, we have no doubt now, considerably 
exceed that of the signatures to the memorial of 1864, and the anthenti- 
city of the present petition, as an expression of the opinions and aspirations 
of the Hong Kong community, is thus placed beyond dispute.” 

The Daily Press has the following, reports of bankruptcy 
cases :— 

In rE Dest anp Co.—Jan. 15. 

This was a petition by the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion to annul an order made by the Chief Justice on the 9th of December, 
1867, by which the firm of Dent and Co. were adjudicated bankrupts. 
Mr. Ball, instructed by Mr. Hazeland, appeared for the Corporation; and 
Mr. White, instructed by Mr. Gaskell, for the firm of Dent and Co. 

The acting Attorney-General contended that the adjudication was in- 
valid because the acts of bankruptcy on which it was founded were com- 
mitted by Mr. Dent alone, and he referred to Deacon on Bankruptcy, and 
cited several cases to show that, with regard to partners, each must commit 
a separate act to support a joint adjudication. He farther contended that 
it was not competent for one partner to bind his co-partner by an act of 
bankruptcy ; nor was it a case in which a subsequent ratification by an 
absent partner would have the effect of binding him, and so making him 
liable for acts of bankruptcy in the commission of which he was not con- 
cerned ; he then referred to the affidavits of Mr. Dent, Mr. Gomez, and Mr. 
Da Silva, on which the abjudication was founded, and insisted that they 
did not prove acts of bankruptcy, even on the part of Mr. Dent, under 
the provisions of the local ordinance. 

Mr. Whyte, on behalf of Dent and Co., took several formal objections to 
the petition as presented, and contended that under the Bankruptcy Ordi- 
nance the Court had no jurisdiction to annul an adjudication on the peti- 
tion of a creditor, but could only do so on the aplication of the debtor. 
The jurisdiction of the Court ‘was only a statutable one, and it did not 
possess the extensive power conferred by the English Acts on the Courts 
of Bankruptcy in England. He argucd that, for the analogy of joint- 
stock companies and dormant partnerships, a firm could be adjudicated 
bankrupts on an act committed by one member, and referred to Sir E. 
Hornby’s decisions at Shanghai in Dent and Co., and Smith, Kennedy and 
Co. He relied on the fact of the four absent partners having consented to 
the adjudication in the present case, as a proof that they accepted and 
ratified the acts of Mr. Dent, and drew a distinction between the cases 
cited by Mr. Ball and the present one. He showed that at all events the 
Court could exercise a discretion in setting aside an adjudication, and that 
the policy of bankrupt laws was to consult the interests of the large body 
of creditors, not of any individual one. 

Mr. Ball briefly replied, and the Chief Justice intimated that as the case 
was on important one he would take time to consider before he delivered 
judgment. 

In rE Lyaty, Stitt, anp Co., Ex PARTE LIEBERT.—JAN. 22. 

This was an application on behalf of Mr. Liebert to recover possession 
of 100 bales grey shirtings, ex Pakwan, under a judgment of this Court, 
but suspended by order under notice of appeal. Mr. Whyte, instructed 
by Mr. Sharp, appeared to make the application. 

It appears that on the 13th of July last his lordship made an order 
ordering the official assignee, Mr. Masson, to hand over to Mr. Parr, agent 
for Mr. Liebert, the 100 bales in question. This order was, however, sub- 
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sequently suspended, on the statement of Mr. Pollard that it was intended 
to appeal. Leave to appeal was granted, but attention was called to Sec- 
tion 10 of the rules of the Privy Council for Appeal, regarding the se- 
curity to be given. This provided that security must be given within 
three months from the time leave was granted, and although more than 
three months had elapsed no such security had been completed. The 
applicant therefore prayed that an order might be made handing over to 
him such goods or the proceeds as were now in possession of the Court. 
The official assignee, in reply to his lordship, said he did not intend to 
complete the security. 

The application was thereupon granted, and an order made accordingly, 
giving to the applicant possession of the goods or the proceeds of the sale 
of them, and costs in the sum of $50. 

In re VAucHER AND Co.—Jan. 24. 

In granting the order of discharge, his Lordship said that he thought it 
right for the Court to express its views on granting the discharge of a 
bankrupt, and regardless of what others might think, he should do what 
he deemed his duty. It was often that the Court had to deal with fraudu- 
lent bankruptcy, aften brought about by the misconduct and recklessness 
of those concerned, and on such occasions it was a painfal duty to have 
to refer to those penal sections of the laws made for the protection of the 
honest. It wason the other hand a satisfaction for the Court to allowa bank- 
rupt to go out of the court without a stain upon his reputation or good name, 
to go out with a statement that he so left the court honest and true. This 
he considered a duty incumbent upon the Court. In the present instance 
Mr. Vaucher had said upon his oath, that but for the insolvency of Mr. 
David he would not have been driven to become bankrupt, and that until 
this he bad not the slightest suspicion of the insolvency of the firm, and 
and he, the judge, believed him when he said this. He would, in all 
probability, at this moment have been solvent but for this, and the terrible 
depreciation of property that had fallen upon so many in this colony 
within the past year. They were, therefore, obliged to succumb to the 
depressed state of trade. He took pleasure in making this order of discharge. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


—-0— 
SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have files of daily papers to the 7th ult., 
but they contain no items of what can justly be called news. Tho 
English mail of Dec. 26 arrived out on Jan. 30. 

It was currently reported that H.E. the Governor would pro- 
ceed to Batavia shortly after his return from Penang, in com- 
pany with Vice-Admiral Sir Harry Keppel, K.C.B, in H.M.’s 
Rodney, for the purpose of making some inquiries regarding the 
encroachments of the Dutch on the coast of Sumatra. The re- 
cent events in Japan, however, are likely to necessitate the Ad- 
miral’s return to that quarter, and a stay there of some duration. 

The Chamber of Commerce had held a special meeting to 
consider the question of the adulteration of gambier and the 
proper steps to take with a view to its suppression. A rough 
draft of a Bill proposed to be submitted to the Legislative 
Council was laid before the Chamber. 

We are glad, says the Straws Times, to hear from Labuan 
that Governor Hennessey has gone to work there in a spirit 
and with a vigour which promises well for the future of the 
place. Every expenditure that will render Labuan attractive, 
either as a place of commerce or of residence to the Eastern 
races, is to be commended at this stage of its existence, when 
it has already obtained the nucleus of a trade, and possesses in 
its own soil the undeveloped germs of wealth.

CHINA AND JAPAN.

Honc Kone, Feb. 12, 

Intelligence received here from Japan announces thatthe conflict be- 
tween the confederate Daimios and Stotebashi, the Shiogoon, continued. 
Further fighting had taken place. 

The foreign Ministers had left Osaka. 

Admiral Keppel has arrived at Hong Kong on board Her Majesty's ship 
Rodney. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamship Niphon has been 
lost, together with her cargo. : 

[ With reference to this telegrain we learn from the P. and O. Company 
that the Viphon was lost ip the neighbourhood of Amoy. According to 
the last advices received by the company from China she was to be placed 
at Shanghai by the Ist of February to take the mails to Japan. It is 
therefore assumed that when she was lost she was working her way up to 
Shanghai, calling at the coast ports without English mails or through 
cargo. The company’s agent at Hong Kong wrote under date of the 14th 
of January as follows:—" In consequence of the near approach of the 
Chinese new year (25th inst.) the coast trade continues very depressed.” 
It is not probable, therefore, that she had even a large local cargo.]

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

Yoxouama.—Busineas here in this staple has been rather less than 
daring the period last reported. About 3,800 piculs only have becn 
settled, at prices which have varied considerably, but close as quoted, with 
hardly any alteration from our last. Stocks were much reduced, there 
being oniy about 1,600 piculs of marketable tea in stock, and some teamcn 
were asking an advance on quotations in consequence. But we hear of 
considerable stocks up country, and foreign buyers do not concede the rise. 
The quotations were:—Laid down in London, at exchange 4s. 43d.:— 
Finest, 1s. 94d. to 1s. 10d.; fine, 1s. 64d. to 18. 8}d.; good medium, 
1s. 3}d. to 1s. 53d.; medium, 1s. 13d. to 1s. 2}d.; good common, 114d. 
to 1s. 0d. ; common, 103d. 

SHancual.—Black Teas: In these we have no change to report. The 
stock consisted exclusively of a class of tea which continues to be in excess 
on the London market, and only a few isolated buyers have been willing, in 
consequence, to concede the higher rates demanded. Arrivals have been 
few, so that notwithstanding the small amount of settlements the stock 
shows a farther diminution. The settlements comprise: —Exchange at 6s. 
and freight £3 per ton :—1,200 chests Oonam (common Congou) at tls. 
18 to 18.5, equal to 1s. 4d. to 1s. 1d.; 1,200 chests Ningchow (third crop 
in half-chests) at tls. 19 to 21, equal to 1s, 14d. to 1s. 2hd.; 200 chests 
Hohow (common fiat leaf) at tls. 16.7.5, equal to 113d. Reshipments, 600 
chests. Stock, 7,400 chests, against 14,000 at same date last year. 
Green Teas: A very active competition has absorbed the few supplies 
that have come to hand immediately on arrival. Prices again show a 
marked rise in all kinds, but the lower grades have proportionately com- 
manded the highest advance. Compared with last year we find common 
Japan and Shanghai packed teas about forty per cent. dearer, these 
being the grades which a short crop is expected chiefly to benefit. American 
and English buyers have shown themselves equally eager to purchase, and 
the three chops of good tea left in stock were being held over the China 
new year in the expectation of still higher prices. The settlements com- 
prise :—14,000 half-chests, Moyune, common to fine, at Tls. 38.0.0 to 
45.5.0, equal to 2s. 1d. to 2s. 54d; 4,000 half-chests, Teenkai, common to 
fair, at Tls. 35.0.0 to 44.0.0, equal to 1s. 11d. to 2s. 4$d.; 3,000 half- 
chests Fychow, common to medium, at Tls. 32.0.0 to 36.0.0, equal to 1s. 
9d. to 1s. 113d.; 3,000 half-chests Pingsuey, common to medium. at Tis. 
84.0.0 to 37.5.0, equal to 1s. 10d. to 2s. 0}d.; 4,000 half-chests 
Shanghai-packed common to fair Japan medium, at Tls. 28.0.0 to 39.0.0, 
equal to 1s. 63d. to 1s. 114d. Reshipments, 14,000 chests. Stock, 5,000 
half-chests of all kinds, against 38,000 at same date last year. 

Hanxow.—By advices to the 18th January we learn that the total 
transactions in Tea had been the sale of 1,400 chests common Oonam, at 
Tis. 12.8.5 to 18.7 per picul, prices nearly on a par with the sales at 
Shanghai. About 1,000 chests had been shipped to Shanghai on teamen’s 
accoant, and about the same quantity more was expected from the 
country to complete the supply for the season, there being no stock on 
the market. 

Kiuxranc.—We have advices from this port to the 20th January. 
Black Tea: The total settlements amounted to 700 packages—500 Kiu- 
kiang packed tea fat 18.8 to 15 tls., and 200 half-chests Ningchow at 
144 tls. One chop had been shipped on native account, and no stock was 
left. Green Teas: There had been two settlements, amounting to 500 
half-chests Moyune at 26.2.5 to 27 tls., or fully 3 tls. below prices here ; 
the other arrivals bad been at once shipped to Shanghai, leaving only 700 
packages in stock, some 10,000 packages more being expected from the 
country before the close of the season, leaf of common quality being very 
cheap, and the high rates paid at Shanghai tempting speculators. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—Prices have been gradually rising until an increase of 
$50 has been fully established, and the market closes firm. A large busi- 
ness would have been done in fine silks, therefore, had supplies been avail- 
able. These, however, have been very meagre, and the stock was reduced 
from 550 to 400 piculs, most of which was of inferior sorts. Anything 
good was taken up immediately on arrival from the country, or on its re- 
demption from godowns where it has been lying in pawn, in which posi- 
tion there is no doubt that a considerable quantity of good silk remains. 
The high prices ruling may be expected to bring this out, and after the new 
year’s holidays, which would commence on the 25th January, we may confi- 
dently look for an active business with a well stocked market. Quotations 
laid down in London at exchange 48. 43d. were:—Mybash and Sinshu : 
Extra, 33s. 3d. to 348. 1d.; best, 81s. 4d. to 33s.; medium, 293. to 31s. 5 
inferior, 23s. 2d. to 27s. Oshu: Best, 30s. 2d. to 31s. 6d.; medium, 25s. 
6d. to 27s. 6d.; inferior, 21s. 2d, to 28s. 6d. Koshu: Best, 26s. 8d. to 
28s. 3d.; medium, 23s. 6d. to 24s. 8d. ; inferior, 21s. 7d. to 228. 9d. Sodai : 
Best, 26s. 8d. to 27s. 10d. ; medium, 24s. to 26s. 6d. ; inferior, 21s. 7d. to 
22s. 4d. 

Suanonar.—There has been a very excited Silk Market, and a large 
business has resulted, the more favourable advices of the Home Market 
inducing foreigners to operate largely. Settlements were estimated at fully 
1,800 bales, including 500 bales settled at the close of last mail. The 
greater proportion of the transactions consist of medium and second crop 
Silks, chiefly Tsatlees, many parcels of which were rejected after inspection, 
only to be settled at much higher prices subsequently; in fact no Silk has ap- 
peared too inferior for some Chinese brokers, who purchased all parcels 
refused, and resold them at a profit to foreigners. Prices have considerably 
advanced, and may be quoted 15 to 25 taels per picul higher for Chop 
Tsatlees ; 80 to 50 taels per picul higher for medium and common Tsat- 
lees; 15 to 30 taels per picul higher for Karshing and other Taysaams ; 
15 to 35 taels per picul higher for Hainings, &., &c. At one period the 
Chinese succeeded in obtaining almost any prices they chose to ask for 
their Silks. The unsold stock, at one time reduced to a few hundred bales, 
was estimated at about 1,200 bales, chiefly undesirable descriptions.

Commercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—We have no change for the better to report. The dis- 
turbed state of the country, the excitement prevalent in consequence of 
opening of the new ports, and the approach of the Japanese New Year’s 
holidays, have all operated as causes to prevent any improvement. The 
business done has been of the most insignificant character and the prices 
of some principal staples have again declined. Cotton Yarn was down $2 
a picul and 8.8. Camlets $0.50; Black Velvets have retained their value. 
No business was reported from Osaka or Hiogo where political intrigue 
was likely to stop the commencement of the trade for some time to come. 
Cotton Yarn: Was in moderate demand at quotations, which will be ob- 
served to show a fall of from $2 to $3 a picul on last rates. A consider- 
able quantity bas been sold ex Neville, badly damaged chiefly, but still at 
proportionately very low prices. Grey Shirtings: Were in less demand. 
7lbs. have fallen slightly. All other descriptions of Cotton piece 
goods were out of demand and nominal at quotations, except Black 
Velvets, which have retained their value and were in request. Quota- 
tions were:—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16 to 24, $48 to 50 per picul; Nos. 
28 to 32, $58 to 61; Nos. 38 to 42, $54 to 55. Cotton Piece Goods:

MEETING OF HONG KONG MERCHANTS, &c. 

A numerously attended meeting of bankers, merchants, and 
other gentlemen interested in the colony of Hong Kong (a 
list. of whom will be found below) was held on Monday, the 
2nd inst., at the London Tavern. 


Mr. James Wuire, M.P., who took the chair in accordance with the 
wish of the meeting, opened the proceedings and said: I recognise 
amongst my old friends here many who have much larger interests in the 
colony, and who are much better qualified than I am, from having more 
recently visited and resided in Hong Kong, to take the chair. I am, how- 
ever, most anxious to co-operate with you in our common object, and 
without the slightest desire to control your proceedings, tolend my humble 
aid towards the redress of those grievances which all who are interested 
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in Hong Kong are complaining of. This is a preliminary meeting, and we 
do not so much expect to move resolutions or to give effect to any deci- 
sions that we may come to, but rather to hear what any gentleman has 
to say, and see what action it will be best for us to take. 

Mr. Duppett: I think it would be the best to propose at once that w 
resolve ourselves into a co-opezative association to aid the Hong Kong As- 
sociation, and for that purpose it will be proper to elect a committee. 
Having constitnted ourselves into such n body as this we shall then have 
a status, and be prepared to discuss the various topics affecting the interests 
of Hong Kong. I think it will be best that the present meeting should 
at once proceed to elect a committee, and that thenceforth we shall all 
earnestly co-operate to improve the condition of Hong Kong. An old 
resident in the colony, Mr. Lapraik, has just put a list of names 
into my hand, but we must first have the sanction of the meet- 
ing for our general object, that is, the formation of an associa- 
tion to co-operate with the Ilong Kong Association, and I shall be 
obliged if some gentleman will make a motion to that effect. I had per- 
haps better first explain the object for which the Hong Kong Association 
was inaugurated. Hong Kong is a Crown colony, and does not possess a 
Representative Legislative Assembly. There are three mercantile gentle- 
men to five or six colonial officials who form the Executive Government 
of the colony, Sir John Bowring endeavoured to improve the legislative 
position of the colony, but Mr. Labouchere pat his endeavours upon one 
side, and from that time until now, for more than 15 years the colony has 
remained under tke control of the Guvernor and a majority of Crown 
servanty. As you know, a variety of grievances have cropped up in the 
community; the English and forcign European residents have from time 
to time called aloud for redress, but have always beun overridden by the 
official element in the Government as at present constituted, and have 
never yet been able to make themielves heard in England. The first thing 
of which they complain is the enormous tax of £20,000 a year levied 
upon the small European community of Hong Kong as a military contri- 
bution. (Hear, hear.) Against this they contend that Hong Kong ia a 
second Gibraltar in that part of the world, and that it protects not only 
the interests of the commerce of England but of Europe at large, as 
there ia no other great military or naval station of any other Power so 
close to China, and all Europe reaps the benefit of this estabtishment, which 
the European community of Hong Kong is compelled to support. (Hear.) 
I am an ex-resident of ilong Kong, and for a long period I worked hard 
there, and did much to make it acolony; and therefore I feel deeply 
agerieved to see it in its present deplorable condition. I am informed that 
the Chinese population is quitting the colony, in consequence of the arbi- 
trary legislatiun constantly changing and extremely irksome to which 
they are subjected. The public works are being carried on im a most 
slovenly slip-shod manner. At a time when numbers of able and competent 
men would be willing to go out to erect the Praya and hospitals, to lay 
cut the streets and drains, we are under the Surveyor-General, one of the 
officials of the colony in whose charge is the whole of these works ahd 
repairs, which are done by a most inadequate staff of Chinamen. (Hear, 
hear.) I will nut further take up your time. When we have formed our 
association, which shall have a stafus—but until then we have none; and 
I at least feel that I am presuming to attack the Government of the colony 
and its ordinances. I therefore beg to propose that we form ourselves into 
an asscciation to co-operate with and aid the Hong Kong Association, such 
association to be constituted by all the gentlemen now, present, and under 
the guidance of a committee to be now proposed. 

Mr. Lapratk seconded the motion. 

After some conversation as to the terms of the resolation, 

The CirairnMAn put it as follows:—' That a Hong Kong Assoctation 
be now formed, and be constitated of the gentlemen now present, and of 
such others as from local concerns, or feeling an interest in the colony, 
may be disposed to join.” 

Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Larratk then moved that the committee be composed as follows :— 
Messrs. James White, M.P., R. Gilman, W. Walkinshaw, W. FI. Vacher, 
C.J. F. Stuart (Oriental Bank), J. Whittal, Thos. Sutherland, Ed. Halton, 
D. Lapraik, Geo. Duddell. 

Tne CuarrMAN: Has any gentleman any other name to suggest? We 
shall probably have to wait upon the Duke of Buckingham, the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, with aplain temperate statement of facta, and bring 
the matter before the Imperial Government as well as before the public in 
this country. What other steps there are to be taken will rest with the 
committee which, if I may judge at all, will not commit the association to 
any course without first convening you and taking your opinion. We desire 
no assumption of power, but to co-operate so that we may all work te+ 
gether for the common object. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. GILMAN suggested that Mr. Mercer, late Colonial Secretary, should 
be added to the committee. 

The CHAIRMAN then put the resolution, which was aleo agreed to 
unanimously. 

The Cuarrman: We shall be glad to have the suggestions of aay gen- 
tleman present who has lately been in Hong Kong, and can afford us any 
information. 

Mr. Giuman: As my name is on the committee, I should like to say a 
few word:, but I do not know whether, in expressing my own sentiments, 
I am expressing the opinions of the gentlemen with whom I am associated. 
I think it is desirable that the committee should be informed of the parti- 
cular objects to which we shall have to direct our attention. We have 
already received a copy of a petition from the Hong Kong Association 
addressed to the House of Commons. The petition itself has rot arrived 
and I do not know when it is coming, or to whom it will be sent ; but having 
glanced over that petition, it appears to me that it does not treat the 
question in the most judicious manner. I do not think that the case of 
Hong Kong ia stated in the best way, and other things which ought not 
are mixed up with it. I allude to the question of the Praya we are called 
upon to repair in consequence of the injuries done by the late typhoons ; 
but whether we are justly called upon or not is a matter to be decided by 
a legal tribunal, and I believe I am right in saying that an action has been 
commenced by the Government against Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co. to try the question. If the law decides that the owners are to make 
the repsirs, we cannot expect the Government to step in between us and 
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the law. That question, I think, should not be mixed up with the general 
case. The most substantial grievance is the tax of £20,000 a-year asa 
military contribution, in the benefit of which all China ehares, and which 
itis most unjust to charge upon Hong Kong alone. (Hear, hear.) It is 
to this matter, I think, that the efforts of the association should be at 
first directed. The committee when it meets will have the opportunity of 
@ecussing what other matters it should direct its attention to; but I 
should like to know what it is intended to do, for I should not like to be 
on the committee unless I could do so with all my heart. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. DuppeLL: Allow me to explain my idea of the objects of the 
association. First of all, we have to obtain a status with an active and 
willing committee supported by the eclat which it will receive from such 
ac influential meeting as this. Having done this, we shall gain a hearing 
when we proceed to concert our measures, and I do not think the commit- 
tee is likely to ask anything tbat is not correct or proper. The Praya 
question will, no doubt, be legally decided. The petition is coming home, 
aud not being a Parliamentary agent I cannot say whether we can interfere 
with the terms of it. I think it would be desirable to get the means to em- 
ploy able legal assistance, or obtain some one to sit at the board of our com 
mittee as our Parliamentary agent or honorary solicitor. In doing this 
we shall steer clear of all shoals or misadventures. I suggest, therefore, 
that we at once raise a subscription to supply the sinews of war wherewith 
to employ a solicitor to aid us in any attempt that we may make to benefit 
Hong Kong. There are many matters on which the Hong Kong Associa- 
tion will have to refer to us for advice which they cannot get in China at 
any price, and which we shall by this means be able to afford them. 

The Coarrman: Ag our arrangements are still in an immature condition 
I may be pardoned if I say what I think the committee is intended to 
effect. In the first place we ought to draw up a memorial to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, setting forth in temperate terms 
the pleas which we have to urge with reference to the military 
comtribution, the Praya grievance, and the magnitude of the as- 
sesements, which in some cases, as 1 can testify, are largely in ex- 
cess of the absolute rental. We shall aleo be incorporated as a general asso- 
ciation to suggest what we think will benefit the colony, cr point vut 
what we think will be detrimental to its interesta. For instance, the es- 
tablishment of the Mint, and similar questions. I must say, I think we 
shall act unwisely if we identify ourselves with this petition. There is mach 
in it with which I for one do not agree. We have all of us been in the 
colonies, and we know—perhaps it is the climate, or perhaps it is not 
having representative institutions to act as a vent—that there isa tone of 
invective and animadversion in them which would not be tolerated in Eng- 
land. We should especially avoid adopting this kindof langaage; it would 
be highly mischievous if we mean to approach the Colonial O@ice. Whilst 
we wish to co-operate with the Hong Kong Association, I should be sorry 
to identify ourselves with, or adopt every resolation that might come from 
it. If we do our influence will be much diminished, and our status quite 
destroyed. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. H. B. Gres: I presume you will look to information from the Hong 
Kong Association to guide you? 

The CHarnman: We wish to act with the Hong Kong Association in 
doing what is best for the colony, but not to identify ourselves absolutely 
with it. Our union will be mutual, but it is realfy too much to expect 
that we should accept, without consideration of our own, every determina- 
tion that the Hong Kong Association may come to. That wonld place us 
in a false position. 

Mr. Giss: It struck me that this association was to carry ont the views 
of the Hong Kong Association. 

The CHArRMAN: Would you ask us to adopt this petition? (Heav.) 

Mr. Guss: I think that our memorial ought to be framed in accordance: 
with that petition, only in a different shape. 

Mr. Kincsmitu: We are not to be a mere echo of the Hong Kong 
Association. We are quite as much interested in the welfare of the 
colony. Many of us have only left it a short time, and many of us are 
going back again. It would be unwise to place us here in the position of 
s mere echo of the association in Hong Kong. We shall be glad of 
information as to the state of the colony, and to act with it in everything 
for its benefit, but we still ought to have an opinion of our own as to the 
best way of carrying out these views. We can both of us be independent, 
and still act side by side. (Hear, hear.) I have a strong opinion om the 
Praya question, but now that is referred to a court of law I think it would 
be foolish to try and take it away. The chances are it will not end in the 
Hong Kong court, but will go to the very highest tribunal of all—the 
Privy Council, and we may feel assured, whatever be the decision, that it 
will be strictly in accordance with the law. We must not put our- 
selves in opposition to the law, but if the decision be unfavour- 
able we must try to have the Jaw altered for the future. Allow me 
also to make a suggestion with reapect to one matter to which the 
eommittee ought to direct their attention. It has long appeared to me 
that the constitution of the Legislative Council wanted altering. (Hear, 
hear.) There is too great a predominance of the official element in it. 
It is mockery that there should be only three non-official members. They 
can, it is true, raise their voices; but what is that to the men who have 
the majority of the seats? What is the good of raising their voices? They 
May protest until they are black in the face, but the official element will 
control everything. Take the case of the estimates. They are laid before 
a committee, but what alteration can we get made in anyoneof them? They 
are made up by the Governor beforehand, and all the Council bas to do is 
to pass them. Many of the officials have been friends of mine, but still, 
standing here, I cannot conceal my opinion of the waste that hag 
been going on. The Surveyor-General’s department has for years been 
literally throwing money into the sea. Most of the public works have been 
of no use, and many of them have had to be done two or three times over. 
If we had the money that has been wasted in this manner available now 
this £20,000 a year would not trouble us mach. We want an entire re- 
form of the Administration; we want a local element of sufficient power 
to control the expenditure—to say that this shall be done and that shall 
not be done. At present the Governor has absolute control over every- 
thing. He goes out for his five years, and avails himself of the opportunity 
to air his own hobbies. We know the grievance of the water frontagesi 
‘That was « Governor's hobby, althongh alt practical men at the time said 
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it would never be of any good. Before I went to China I knew something 
of bricks and mortar; but [ used to bluzh for shame to see the wretched 
way in which the public work used to be done there. It was bad 
altogether. Some gentleman has mentioned the Mint. Iam afraid 
that the Government was not altogether responsible for that. Greas 
expectations were entertained as to what would result from the Mint. 
It has cost a lot of money, a long time, a great quantity of materials and 
land, and there it is—of no use whatever. Then, again, with respect to 
the roads and bridges; the way in which they are laid out and con- 
structed could only result in a most grievous waste of money. Bearing 
this in mind, it would be well if the committee would collect the principal 
facts with respect to this expenditure during the last few years, an‘l lay 
them before the Duke of Buckingham. We must press upon him the 
necessity of altering the constitution of the Legislative Council. There 
must be less of the official and more of the local element. 

Mr. CLeveaty: I can hardly stand by and hear such attacks on the 
department with which I was connected, and especially on myself, who as 
Surveyor-General had charge of the public works. Those who knew me 
then know how heavy a charge that was. I was singlehanded; I had no 
assistance either in my office or out of my office. I had to do all my own 
office work and then to go out to make my surveys and sweperintend all 
works. It was utterly impossible for me to say whether they were well 
or ill done, for I had no overseers for that daty, except perbaps a soldier 
or a sailor whom I had to instruct as I best could. I complained time 
after time, and if gentlemen will call for some of my reports they will see 
how I suffered from want of overseere, and will arrive at a correct know- 
ledge of what they are pleased to call my laches. 

Mr. Kinasmiti: I had not the slightest intention of attacking Mr. 
Cleverly personally, but I must thank him for so exposing the very bad 
state of things to which I wished to call attention. 

Mr. Arrour Smirn: I think it would be as well in the first place to 
communicate with the association in Hong Kong, for they will think that 
they are quite as competent to form an opinion on the spot as we are here. 
Neither do I believe that they will submit to have anything that they 
suggest put into any other form by any committee in this country; but 
knowing the gentlemen who are going to take an active part on the com- 
mittee, I feel little doubt that they will cordially assent to have their views 
put into shape by such a committee, knowing perfectly well the trusty 
hands to which this duty will be assigned. I think it would be better to 
leave the committee to decide with respect to drawing up the memorial. 

Mr. Duppe.u: I do not wish to supersede but to co-operate with the 
association in Hong Kong, and it will be our first duty to communicate 
with them. We have all of us been I believe, by the last mail, requested 
to co-operate with them, and I have no doubt that whilst we are com- 
municating with Hong Kong and getting their sanction to our united co- 
operation, we might also communicate with the Secretary of State and 
request him to assist us in preventing the flight of the Chinese from the 
colony in consequence of the incessant annoyances to which they are sub- 
jected from the perpetaal changes in the police regulations. 1 have just 
received the last ordinance for the prevention of contagivus diseases. Its 
clauses are the most extraordinary ever issued to an immoral, ignorant 
people like the Chinese, It is not surprising that they leave the colony 
when they are pestered with such ordinances as these—with Chinese 
protectors, and the police visiting them at all seasons, and prying into 
their most domestic affairs. If this is to go on, you must not be astonished 
if Hong Kong sinks into a mere fishing village, and Canton rises on its 
ashes. I am afraid, however, that we cannot approach the Colonial Office 
without some authority from the colony, for it is contrary to the regula- 
tions to do so, except through the colony. We have, however, a precedent 
before us. The community of Singapore has already constituted a Straits 
Settlements Association ; but we must be cautious. 

Mr. H. B. Gres: No doubt the Contagious Diseases Act is irksome to 
the Chinese, but it is of great importance to the colony. The evil had 
risen to such a pitch, that it was absolutely necessary to deal vith it. 

The CuarrMAN: Were you a member of the council ? 

Mr. DuppEtt: All F can say is, that the Chinese are leaving tho 
colony through fear of it. 

Mr. A. Surra: It has already been of great begefit to the military. 

The CHarrMAN: Does aty other gentleman desire to make any re- 
marks? No one coming forward, 

Mr. VACHER proposed a vote of thanks to the chairman, which, having 
been seconded in soveral quarters, at once was carried by acclamation, and 
the proceedings terminated.

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THE MEETING OF HONG KONG MERCHANTS, &o, 


THE meeting which we announoed in our last issue was held 
at the London Tavern on the 2nd inst., and a full report of the 
proceedings will be found in another column. It was numer- 
ously attended, and must be considered in all respects a satis- 
factory demonstration ; while from the unanimity that [prevailed 
it may be anticipated that the committee will have little diffi- 
culty in carrying out the objects in view. It will be seen that 
the justice of our strictures on the Hong Kong petition was 
fully confirmed by the chairman as well as by other speakers. At 
the first meeting of the committee (to be held in the course of 
a few days) a memorial to the Duke of Buckianax, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, will be drawn up, to be afterwards 
preseuted by a deputation. Until they havetaken this step, and as- 
certained from the manner of their reception the feelings enter- 
tained by his Grace regarding their grievances, the committee 
cannot well know on what ground they stand. In the Duke 
however they will find a man who gives close personal atten- 
tion to matters thus brought to his notice, and who invariably 
receives such deputations with patience and courtesy. The 
question of the liability of Crown lessees to rebuild the Praya 
destroyed by the late typhoons is purely a legal one, and 
should be allowed to remain so. Should the ‘decision from 
Hong Kong be an adverse one, the appeal case will at once be 
placed in the hands of Messrs. FresHFrEps, who will be 
supported by the most able counsel. This is undoubtedly 
the best course to adopt in this particular case, but we think 
that on other points, the committee will do well to conduct 
their affairs as far as possible, without being fettered by legal 
advice and forms. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

A GENERAL meeting of this association was held at the 
offices of Mr. Botsrzap, on the 21st ult. to consider the 
recent Acts of the Straits Legislature, and questions of re- 
venue and expenditure generally. Mr. JoHN CRAUFORD, 
the president, was among those present, and Mr. W. Narrer 
took the chair. With regard to the Passenger Ships Act of 
1867, several condemnatory resolutions were passed, to the 
effect that the Act, so far as it applies to ships trading between 
ports within the colony, is totally unnecessary, as no abuse 
or overcrowding calls for it; that it is valuable only as 
applied to ships going distant voyages, such as to Arabia 
and China, and should be restricted to such; that the three 
days’ notice of sailing to be given to the Surveying Office 
by every passenger ship, is vexatious and oppressive; and 
that the penalties for contravention of the Act are arbitrary 
and excessive. The well known passage in Governor ORp’s 
speech, hinting at the possible “establishment {of import or 
other duties” was then read, and resolutions passed con- 
demning it as subversive of the vital principles on which 
the Government of the Straits is founded. On both these 
subjects-it was decided to communicate the opinions of the 
Association to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. The 
Dutch encroachments in Sumatra were next discussed, and 
it was decided to solicit the intervention of Her Maszsry’s 
Government to check them; and the business concluded 
with a resolution to support; the petition now on its way 
from Penang, regarding the omission of that port from the 
new mail contract. The Straits Association has certainly com- 
menced its work with praiseworthy vigour. 
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MILITARY ESTABLISHMENTS IN THE FAR EAST. 

‘Te Army Estimates for the present year, just issued, include 
some items of special interest to our readers,—namely, those 
relating to the military forces maintained in China, Japan, the 
Straits, &. The “Hong Kong Corps,” which it was last year 
proposed to raise for special service in that colony, does not 
appear at all, a regiment of native Indian troops (880 men) 
being substituted.* Hong Kong—under which head are in- 
cluded all China and Japan—is set down fora total force of 
2,685 men ; and the whole military expenditure for this station 
(including works) is estimated at £233,956, of which £20,000 
is to be repaid by the colony The Straits Settlemeuts in- 
cluding Labuan, take 1,609;men, at a cost of £97,398, of which 
£59,300 is to be refunded from the Colonial Treasury. Ceylon 
figures in the estimates for 2,084 men, costing £146,824, 
while the amount to be returned is no less than £160,000. 
Thus Ceylon pays a sum actually in excess of the entire cost 
of its military establishment ; the Straits Settlements, contri- 
bute nearly two-thirds of it ; and Hong Kong only a trifle over 
one-twelfth. As a mere matter of proportion therefore, Hong Kong 
would seem to have the least reason of all three to complain ; but it 
must always be remembered, firstly, that Ceylon and the Straits 
are rich in natural productions, while Hong Kong is a mere 
barren rock ; and, secondly, that the force set down to Hong 
Kong is really for service in all parts of China and Japan, 
while that in each of the other colonies is solely for its own 
We may add, that the colonies take altogether 
50,025 men, at a total cost of £3,388,023, the aggregate return 


being £365,700. Canada, Nova Scotia, and the West Indies 
return nothing.

TELEGRAPHS TO INDIA AND THE FAR EAST. 

Tax very seasonable question lately asked in the House of 
Commons by Captain Vivian, relative to the telegraphic com- 
munication with India, was answered by Sir 8. NorTacors ina 
manner which showed that the members of the present Cabinet 
are fully alive to the national importance of the subject, and 
may, when they have leisure to devote attention to the subject, 
do something to atone for the culpable indifference of previous 
administrations. Perhaps the moderate guarantee of 5 per 
cent. asked for by the Anglo-Indian Company will ere long be 
accorded ; and this is the only thing wanting to enable its pro- 


jectors to carry out their praiseworthy scheme, regarding which 


The Times, in an able leader, remarks :—“ No improvements 
“ which can possibly be made in the overland lines via Russia. 
“ Prussia, and Turkey, can deprive this proposal of its great 
“ recommendations, because, even if they were successful, they 
“ would merely end in throwing an immense amount of traffic 
“into the single cable now laid in the Persian Gulf. Three 
“land lines would be carrying messages to one submarine 
“ cable, where a block would inevitably occur.” There 
is no doubt that the advantages of another line of com- 
munication ;with India, via the Red Sea are too great to be 
overlooked, and the project will doubtless be shortly carried 
into execution (by the Telegraph Construction Company, 
into whose province it legitimately falls; but there are other 
lines connected with the East which equally command the 
sympathy of the commercial community, and have no slight 
claim to the consideration of the Imperial Parliament. There 
are our communications with China and Australia. True it is 
that information is already quickly conveyed to and from the 
former by way of Russia as well as by Japan and America, but 
these lines are likely to be interrupted at any moment 
by political complications, and the same may be said of 
Messrs. Suzmens’ new land line. It should be our endeavour, 
as it is our duty, to ensure the safety as well as the 
rapidity of our communications with the seat of our im- 
portant trade in the Far East, as well as with our valuable 
Australian colonies. How this desirable end is to be 
attained with the best chance of success, the least delay, and 
the minimum of cost to the public is a question which does not 
appear to be involved in such great difficulties as might at first 
be supposed, and the solution of which simply consists in the 
extension of a land line from the Tenasserim provinces to 
Singapore, through the native States of the Malay Peninsula. 
From the best information obtainable, the plan does not pre- 
sent any obstacle which has not been already repeatedly over- 
come in India, Burmah, Sumatra and Java ; and by a comparison 
of the cost of similar lines in the above countries it will be 
easy to form a fairly correct estimate of the cost of construction

* Orders have been transmitted to Madras for this force to proceed at once to Hong 
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and maintenance of such an undertaking. There can be no 
doubt that it would be infinitely less costly in the first instance, 
and less expensive to keep in order than a cable laid in 
those treacherous waters, and also would be put in efficient 
working order in a much shorter time. The immediate con- 
sequence of the completion of this line would be the’ trans- 
mission of messages to and from China in fourteen days 
under ordinary, and nine days under favourable circumstances, 
as steamers to and from China are daily passing Singapore. 
. The Netherlands Government are prepared to lay a cable be- 
tween Malacca and Bancalis, and thence through Sumatra and 
Java to Sourabaya, so that Sydney would also be able to com- 
municate with London in fifteen days with ordinary, and 
twelve days with favourable opportunities ; the communi- 
cation between Java and Cape York, where the Australian 
telegraphic line would probably terminate, being kept up by 
fast steamers running between Brisbane and Batavia. With 
time, these communications would be improved by cables laid 
between Singapore and China, Java and Australia; but in the 
meanwhile the plan suggested would, if carried out, prove a 
very considerable improvement upon existing arrangements, 
would be of easy accomplishment, can be put into execution 



















































steamers in the world. During all this period he took a leading part in 
its management, and commanded the entire confidence of his co!leagues 
in the direction as well as the shareholders. In politics he was an earnest 
Liberal, and in Parliament a most useful member, and one of that band of 
worthies who, in concert with his friend, the late Mr. Cobden, determined 
that free trade should be the law of the land, and never abated their efforts 
until it was accomplished. In private life he was, in the highest sense, a 
large-hearted man; for when his allowances from the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company had risen, under an early arrangement, to a very splen- 
did annual income, he dedicated a large portion to the establishment of 
schools for the children of the employés at Southampton, and the founda- 
tion of a good service fund for retired officers. His donations to all public 
institutions for the benefit of seafaring people were munificent, and nobody 
with a genuine appeal to his generosity ever asked in vain. Like most of 
our useful men who leave their mark behind them, he was a hard worker 
to the last, and presided at the late annual meeting of the company. He 
was then suffering from bronchitis, but lacked none of his wonted fire. 
The effort, however, was beyond his strength, and although he had inter- 
vals of comparative relief, he sank under repeated attacks, bequeathing a 
name that will ever be associated by those who knew him with the best 
attributes of our nature.”

DEATH OF ARTHUR ANDERSON, ESQ. ewe Gheeaex Pes 

It is with deep regret that we record the death, on the 28th Flying Spur Taitsing Gossamer 
ultimo, of Mr. Arthur Anderson, who was one of the origina- Ziba Serica John R. Worcester 
tors, in 1840, of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation alam Sasi Spur Leander. 
Company, of which he has been chairman since 1862. He was mae oar aan 


also chairman.of the Crystal Palace Company, and director of 
the Union -Steamship Company and the Marine and General 
Mutual Life Assurance Society. In private life the deceased 
gentleman was greatly respected, and his death will be mourned 
by a very large circle of friends. He was in his seventy- 
seventh year. 

Mr. Anderson was born at Lerwick, in Shetland, and in 
early life joined the navy as purser’s clerk. He subsequently 
left the navy, joined Mr. Willcox in London, and became a part- 
ner with him in 1822. He married the sister of Mr. Thomas 
Hill, of Southampton, whom he has survived but a few years. 
In Lerwick he was much beloved. He there founded schools, 
recently built cottages or almshouses for the poor, and took 
much interest in improving the mode of fishing and opening 
the trade for the staple in the locality. So much was he re- 
spected that, some years since, when he became candidate for 
the Orkneys, he defeated Mr. Dundas and the hereditary inte- 
rest of that family and sat in Parliament accordingly. Mr- 
Anderson aud Mr. Willcox joined the late Mr. William Bourne, 
Mr. James Hartley, and others, and Jaid the foundation of the 
P. and O. Company, of whigh he became one of the foremost 
supporters, and has ever since continued a steadfast friend. He 
directed the negotiations for the new contract just concluded 
with Government, and on its accomplishment it really seemed 
as if his work in this world were accomplished. A school was 
erected and maintained in Southampton for several hundred 
children mainly through his liberality, and entirely through 
his influence. 

The funeral took place on the 5th inst. at the Norwood 
Cemetery, near the residence of the deceased, and was attended 
by a large circle of friends and relations, including all the 
directors of the P. and O. Company, the two secretaries, and 
others in the office at Leadenhall-street, as well as the captains 
now at home. Mr. Thos. Hill, his brother-in-law, and Captain 
Bain, who married his niece, were the chief mourners. The 
cortege on arrival at the grounds proceeded to the Dissenting 
chapel, for Mr. Andergon was of that order, and did not forget 
to give aszistance to the formation of new chapels, &. A very 
appropriate address was given by the officiating minister, in 
which he pointed out some of the varied acts which dis- 
tinguished .the deceased as a man of sympathy with the trials 
of human natare. 

The Times has passed a very high euldgium on his worth and 
merits in the following words :— " 

“« Few men were better known or esteemed in the City than the deceased 
for although in early life he came to London a simple-minded Shetlander; 
yet he very soon by sheer force of character took up a high position in 
concert with his partner, the late Mr. Wilcox (who represented Southamp- 
ton till his death), among the rising firms of the day connected with ship- 
ping. His enterprising disposition prompted the establishment, 32 years 
ayo, of a steam communication to the Peninsula, which afterwards ex- 

tended its operations to the Mediterranean, and subsequently became the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company, possessing now the largest fleet of

HIOGO AS A PORT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Srr,—By the last accounts from Japan we are told of a melancholy 
accident having happened to the boat of an American man-of-war, by 
which the Commodore and thirteen men lost their lives. This is stated to 
have occurred on the bar at the mouth of the Osaka river, while the Com- 
modore was on his way from the anchorage at Hiogo to visit the city of 
Osaka. 

It is, perhaps, too late now to discuss the relative advantages of Hiogo 
as a seaport, but this melancholy accident leads to a question which may 
be natural to any one acqaainted with the relations of the three places. 
Why was Hiogo preferred to Sakkai as the ancho-age or port of Osaka ? 
Sakkai has always been looked upon by the natives as occupying that 
position, and has advantages over Hiogo in several ways, and among 
others in being connected with Osaka by a straight broad road. Hiogo, 
on the other hand, is separated by one or two broad rivers requiring the 
use of ferry-boats, and the passage entirely stopped when the rivers are 
in flood; while if the sea route is followed there is a distance of fourteen 
miles to be crossed in au open boat, with the risk of being capsized when 
within hail of one’s destination, and of braving those sudden storms which 
get up withont warning, and are overwhelming while they last. 

Sakkai seems, so far as native accounts can lead us to judge, to be in 
many ways preferable to Hiogo, as being nearer the open sea, and being 
more conveniently situated for interior comnmercial purposes. Why then 
was Hiogo settled upon asthe port? It must have been agreed to by 
Mr. Harris on the recommendation of the Japanese commissioners, pro- 
bably with the political view of confining foreign trade to a spot where it 
could be more easily controlled on a small Desima-like piece of ground, 
which, moreover, is liable to be submerged by any of those earthquake- 
waves not very uncommon on this part of the coast.—I am, Sir, &c.,

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JUDICIAL APPOINTMENTS IN THE STRAITS. 
(To the Editor of the London wid China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—Justice is said to be immutable, and to be the same in all parts of 
the world. ‘This may or may not be true, 1 am not able to decide; but 
that justices are not the same all over the world is an evident fact. In 
your issue of Feb. 27th you informed us that Captain Ord was ordered to 
proceed to Malacca to assume the duties of Police Magistrate and Com- 
missioner of the Court of Requests. ‘hat just proves what Laffirm. To 
administer justice to his fellow beings is rightly esteemed one of the 
greatest privileges to which a man can attain, and to insist upon wisdom 
and conscientiousness being represented on the bench, is the right and duty 
of a people. That Captain Ord does not possess a sufficient amount 
of the latter quality to dizpense justice I do not for a moment imply, 
but I beg leave to duubt whether he possesses the legal knowledge to entitle 
him to dispose of all the civil and criminal cases that may arise in the 
colony of Malacca. The captain (who is, of course, a member of the Gover- 
nor’s family) came out with the little party who accompanied Sir Harry Ord 
to the field of his governmental duties last vear, and, previously to that 
time, he is said to have followed the honourable but agreeable profession 
of a half-pay officer at home. Scarcely arrived in the colony, he was ap- 
pointed Acting-Commissioner of the Court of Requests at Singapore, in which 
capacity his utter ignorance of the Malay languaye, and of the customs of the 
natives, are said to have lent to his decisions an unusual degree of impar- 
tiality. We now find that his brother the Governor has not been blind to 
this magisterial aptovess of the captain, and no doubt the promotion to the 
onerous position of Administrator of Public Justice of Malacca is the 
result. But, as I said before, it may be doubted whether, despite the per- 
sonal esteem which his brother the Governor evidently cultivates for 
Captain Ord, the good people of Malacca have not been, to some extent, 
victimised in having so important a pablic office tilled by a mere soldier. 

If there is one mears of maintaining a hold upon the Easterns subject 
to our rule, other than force of arms, it is by impressing them with our 
intellectual superiority and moral greatness through our courts of justice ; 
andit is upon these public grounds that I beg leave to protest against any 
appointment to judicial functions that might in the remotest degree be 
ascribed to nepotism, and not to the conscientious fulfilment of the duties 
of a Governor towards those whom he has been deputed to govern, and 
whose welfare is so largely in his keeping. 

Hoping the Malacca people will keep a strict account of the sayings and 
doings of their new judge,—I remain, your obedient servant,

TREATY REVISION AND THK CHINESE MISSION. 
(DAILY NEWS.) 

The appointment of a Chinese Embassy to the Christian Treaty 
Powers, with an American diplomatist at its head and an English diplo- 
matist as its secretary, is an event of singular interest, and, it may turn out, 
of great importance. The explanations as to the probable motives of the 
Peking Government given by our Shanghai correspondent throw great 
light on what has taken foreign interests, both in China and out of China, 
by surprise. That Mr. Burlinghame will be well received at Washing- 
ton, whither he first goes, and at London and Paris, where he is expected 
in May and June next, may be regarded as certain; and, as Mr. Wade, 
the First Secretary of the English Embassy, has recently arrived in Lon- 
don, Mr. Burlinghame will, it may be anticipated, find our Foreign-office 
somewhat better informe: on Chinese affairs than there is reascn to believe 
it has recently been; for, of late, it can hardly be doubted our Foreign- 
Sate has been drifting a good deal in its Chinese policy, if, indeed, it has 

ad any. 

The European treaties with China come uniler revision this year, and 
the interval between now and the arrival of Mr. Burlinghame may be well 
occupied by Lord Stanley in mastering for himself the somewhat difficult 
— how best to give full efficacy to the Treaty of Tientsin without 

isturbing our relations with China; in coming to some general under- 
standing with the French and other Governments affected by the treaty 
as to the reception of the Chinese proposals ; and in considering the elabo- 
rate memorials from the I:nglish communities and merchants in China, 
which have lately been sent home. _‘ First of all, however, Lord Stanley 
will have to make up his mind whether the regotiations on the treaty, 
which now arise out of its provisions, and which all parties concerned re- 
gard as inevitable, will have to be carried to a conclusion in Europe or in 
China, where only such negotiations have hitherto been conducted. 

A decision on this last point will, of course, somewhat depend on the 
pores conferred by the Chinese Government on Mr. Burlinghame. 

nless they are of the most complete kind, authorising him to give as 
well as to take on the part of the Chinese, and justifying him in con- 
cluding arrangements which there is no reason to doubt the Government 
he represents will ratify, useful as Mr. Burlinghame’s explanations of 
Chinese affairs even then may be, it may rather retard than advance busi- 
ness to enter into actual negotiations with him. But even should Mr. 
Burlinghame’s powers to act for the Peking Cabinet prove ample, the 
question arises, is our Foreign-office itself in a position to deal here with 
the revi-ion of the treaty’? Ilas it made up its mind whether to insist on, 
or to abandon, the full advantag:s of the treaty as to the right it gives of 
free access to, and residence in, the interior of China, which up to this 
time has been a nullity? Has it resolved on the nature and quality of the 
pressure to be placed on the Chinese Government, if it resolve to hold 
that Government to its engagement in the treaty of Tientsin ? 

On these two questions really depend our future policy with China. 
For there is not wanting reason to apprehend that the Chinese Government 
seeks, without closing the foreign ports, to make their export trade more 
and more Chinese, and Jess and less European. On the other hand, the 
European communities desire to have all that access to the interior, and 
that freedom from internal extortion, which the Treaty of Tientsin con- 
templated, and for this reason—that at the foreign ports they find their 
own foolish competition for teas ruinous to them in the presence of the 
Chinese combination to keep up prices. The Chinese Government 
dreads giving that access to the interior which it has undertaken by Treaty 
to give, because it is wholly opposed to its exclusive habits and, in its 
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opinion, full of risks and dangers to its authority. Without that access 
the European communities look with apprehension towards the future. 
The subject is one of immense importance to them, and of far more im- 
portance. they think, to China. The time has come for a decision on it, 
and Mr. Burlinghame’s views on the question ought to de listened to with 
respect and attention. On it we do not at present, therefore, express any 
opinion beyond this: that to keep such a right in existence, and to sub- 
mit to its non-exercise, is more than an absurdity—it is a source of danger. 
The Foreign-office will soon have to decide on its enforcement or aban- 
donment. 

Supposing it to be decided to effect the revision of the Treaty by nego- 
tiations at Peking, a further question arises—Is our diplomacy at Peking 
of an order and kind competent to advise and act upon a subject of this 
magnitude ? Sir Rutherford Alcock, our ambassador there, has passed a 
quarter ofa century in China and Japan ; the experience and knowledge 
he possesses, his familiarity and acquaintance with Chinese manners and 
habits, his long intercourse with Chinese officials, are eminent, but the 
question is asked by merchants, Are they an advantage or disadvantage to 
England in such a matter as this? Some of them are disposed to argue 
that prolonged official residence in that country, constant intercourse with 
its great functionaries, and a natural desire for ease and comfort in relation 
to the Chinese Government, insensibly diminish the value to his own 
country of an old resident, and that, without his being aware of it, the 
power of usefulness of his representation wastes away. On this account 
there is a strong wish in China for the ‘ freshness of the political life of 
Europe” at Peking, as a means of recovering a position there which has 
certainly not improved, and of dealing with the necessities of the 
1868. This is not altogether new language, and we ought by this time to 
know pretty well what it means. Translated into the vernacular it is:— 
“ We wanta Minister who knows what would suit our interests, and who 
does not know, and will not ask, what the Chinese Government can safely 
promise and fairly be expected to perform.” If we have resolved to press 
certain demands without reference to the situation of China and the power 
of its Government, then the special knowledge of Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
tending, as it must do, to check the absolutenesa of our requirements, is 
undoubtedly a disqualification in a British negotiator, This, again, is a 
matter on which Lord Stanley will have tomake up his mind. What are 
wanted just now as to Chinese policy are definite views ably enforced at 
Peking, and a deliberately formed policy in the Foreign-office. Have we 
the security of either? 

As yet it is more the duty of the press to elicit than to express decided 
views on a subject which is only opening up on the country, and on which 
it will require all the information that can be brought to bear, and the 
soundest judgment, to avoid great mistakes. Already English Chambers 
of Commerce and Enylish houses of eminence are sending home memo- 
rials explanatory of their views, wants, and suggestions. And no doubt, 
before Mr. Burlinghame arrives we shall be in a position to discuss the ob - 
jects he comes to attain in that spirit of frankness and fairness that are, 
above all things, indispensable to a satisfactory revision of the Treaty of 
Tientsin in 1868. 





Continental Sutelligence. 


RUSSIA, GERMANY, &e. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsore, Marcr 38. 

Just a year ago I stated in my lettar (London and China Telegraph of 
Feb. 27, 1867) that the Oldenburg China Ship Company had agreed to 
liquidate their affairs, and that a first return of 10 per cent. to the share- 
holders was announced. In May a general meeting was held—if the pre- 
sence of three directors, the manager, and one shareholder deserves that 
appellation—and the business of winding up the concern was entrusted to 
Mr. Taaks, of Bremen, one of the directore, with an allowance of 14 per cent. 
as his remuneration. I now learn that all the ships have been sold, and 
the affair would have been formally settled long ago, as the money is de- 
posited in the Bremen Bank, but for a dispute with an insurance com- 
pany about one of the vessels condemned at Hong Kong as unseaworthy. 
The shareholders in this unfortunate undertaking are much to be pitied, 
and it will be no wonder if they are sick of joint-stock companies, for 
during the ten years of their operations they have managed to lose no less 
than 220,000 dollars out of their original capital of 250,000 gold dollars 
besides all their earnings. One would think that there must have been 
some extraordinary mismanagement which requires being carefully looked 
into, but neither the “‘ statutes” of the company nor the laws of the 
country permit any such searching examination to be made. It will not 
be the fault of the liquidator, who is a very energetic man of business, if 
the affair be not wound up very shortly. ‘The final return to be paid to 
the shareholders will however be very trifling, probably not exceeding 5 or 
6 per cent. 

Herr E. von Melle, one of the three members for Hamburg in the North 
German Federal Parliament, having been called up into the Senate, a 
vacancy has occurred for the second elective district. A meeting of the 
principal merchants has therefore been held at the Patriotic Building ia 
this city to propose a candidate for the office, and the selection fell on Herr 
M. W. Hinrichsen, of the firm of May and Hinrichsen, who is an active 
member of the Board of Trade here and a thorough-going freetrader, and 
as such is recommended by the Exchange as deserving the confidence of 
the citizens ; for it is felt that in the present state of affairs a merchant of 
great experience and liberal views is absolutely required to take charge of 
the commercial interests of this city, and uphold the principles of free- 
trade in the German Parliament, where the majority understand but little 
of commerce on an extensive scale, and are wont to follow the cuckoo cry 
of “Zollverein and protective duties.” The election takes place this week, 
and as no other candidate has hitherto been put forward, Mr. Hinrichsen 
will probably walk over the course without opposition. 

The negotiations with the Zollverein for the definitive line of demarca- 
tion to be drawn around this city are now in so forward a state that the 
details will be submitted in a few days to the Zollverein Parliament, which 
was opened yesterday at Berlin. There is to be a first-class Zollverein 
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Gadcndinn s eatabliahed here, and other facilities for traffic, among which 
may be mentioned a Zollverein Depot or Bonded Warehouse, where the 
produce and manufactures of the Commercial Union may be deposited, and 
if not exported, returned duty free or sent to any other part of their terri- 
at & The most difficult part of the transaction, which is still in abeyance, 

e question of finance, as Prussia, on the part of the Zollverein, requires 
Hamburg to bear exclusively the expense of all the arrangements and the 
erection of all the buildings for custom-houses and a proper control of the 
Zollverein frontiers against smuggling. It is true the principle is established 
in all the States of the Zollverein that each separate Government has to 
erect and keep in repair all the buildings within its territory required for 
the joint service; and Prussia, moreover, appeals to the terms of the treaty 
entered into in 1856 with Bremen, by virtue of which that city bound her- 
self to pursue the same principle. But it is to be expected from the 
patriotism and self-interest of this city that their Senate and Burgerschaft 
will be prepared to vote any sum required for the above purposes, provided 
they are allowed to retain, as hitherto, the advantages of their free port, 
as well as free commercial intercourse with all the world. 

The sensational telegram from New York with the extraordinary intel- 
ligence from Japan mentioned in your last impression was received here 
with general disbelief; and the Hamburg papers, while printing it verba- 
tim, could not refrain from adding a note of interrogation to express their 
doubts of its authenticity.

The time for receiving tenders for the Labuan Coal Mine, 
its plant and machinery, has been extended to the 7th inst. It 
is doubtful if the old shareholders will complete arrangements 
for taking it over, and in that case it must fall to some capitalist 
at the highest bid. 

Mr. Ritso, the London agent of the East India Telegraph 
Company, has received advices from New York that fresh ar- 
rangements are now in progress by the directors for placing 
their shares in the United States and in this country, aud that 
on their completion contracts for the oable will be at once made. 

Mr. J. H. Catling, who retired from the firm of Messrs. Peck 
Brothers and Co., in June, 1866, has commenced business as a 
tea broker, in partnership with Mr. A. Andrews, under the firm 
of Catling, Andrews, and Co., a¢ 28, Fenchurch-street, E.C. 

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on India were held on 
the 4th at the Bank. The amountsallotted were, to Calcutta, 
£190,600, and to Madras £9,400. The minimum price was 
fixed at 1s. 103d. on Calcutta and Madras—an advance of 2 
per cent.; and tenders on those Presidencies at 1s. 11d. will 
receive about 22 per cent., while those above that price will be 
allotted in full. ‘These results show a considerable revival in the 
demand for means of remittance to the East, cunsequent on the 
recent rise in cotton. The Banks ask Is. 11d. for their paper. 

The East Indian Railway Company lest week notified that, 
having received authority from the Secretary of State for India 
to borrow £450,000 on debentures, they were prepared to re- 
ceive applications at par to that extent, bearing interest at 44 
per cent. per annum. Although this is the lowest rate of in- 
terest yet proposed on Indian railway securities they were all 
taken in the course of a single day. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Bangalore, from Southampton on the 29th Feb., was in gold, 
to Alexandria, £160,100 ; in silver, to Galle; £275; to 
Shanghai, £12,805 : total in gold, £160,100, in silver, £13,080. 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The returns of the Board of Trade for the month, and twelve 
months ended the 31st December, 1867, have becn issued. The 
total value of our exports in 1867 was £181,183,971, showing 
a falling off of only about 4 per cent. from the year 1866, and 
an increase of 9 per cent. upon the year 1865. Considering 
the lower prices that prevailed for nearly all descriptions of raw 
material, and especially of cotton, the total thus exhibited for 
1867 may be taken to represent a larger and more profitable 
amount of British industry than has in any preceding year 
found an outlet in foreign markets. As regards the imp»rta- 
tions of the year, it appears the supply of cotton was 8 per 
cent. less than in 1866, while m the arrivals of wheat there 
was an inorease of 48 per cent.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
TEA. 

The market has become much more quiet. Importers continue firm 
in their demands, and business has been limited; prices for common to 
fair kinds of Congou have ruled rather easier, other kinds showing but 
little change. Congous : In siftings there has been no change, the demand 
being steady. Broken-leaf kinds also firm. Fair to good common have 
sold 4d. per Ib. Jower, the quotation at the public sales being Is. 14d. to 
Is. 14d. per lb, Fair to good flavory kinds have been less in request. 
Good to fine Kaisows remain steady, with a moderate business at full 
prices. Common to fair black-leaf kinds a shade lower. Fair to good 
medium show no change. Fine to finest have been in fair demand at the 
recent advance. Oolongs and Souchongs remain as before, also Flowery 
Pekoes. Scented Capers: Canton-make have been readily taken at very 
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full prices for all kinds. Orange Pekoes: Canton make have sold rather 
more readily, and in some instances at rather better prices. Fouchow 
kinds remain steady at late quotations. Uncolored Japans remain without 
transactions. Green Teas show but little alteration. Ping Suey: have 
sold at about previous prices. Moyunes continue in demand, ani fine 
kinds command full prices. Hysons are wanted for export. Canton 
Gunpowders have been sold at about previous prices. The public siles of 
China Tea on the 8rd inst. comprised only 8,956 packages, of which 
8,318 packages were sold, all being without reserve. The stock in thet 
United Kinedom on the 29th ultimo was estimated at 87,700,000 azainst 
99,300,000 Ibs. last year. 

The Circular of Messrs. Fred. Huth and Co. says:—* Our deliveries 
continue very promising, and stocks must gradually decrease. Wh2ther, 
however, we shall have only 55,000,000 Ibs. in stock on the 3lst August, 
as some predict, seems very doubtful; 65,000,000 Ibs. would perhaxs be 
nearer the mark. We must, at all events, be prepared for a larger China 
export than has hitherto been expected, and we must likewise: add 
the increasing Indian supplies. The question is, therefore, shall we not 
have a total export from China and India for the season 1867-133 of 
135,000,000 Ibs.. or somewhat near it; and further, what will be afluat of 
new teas bythe 31st August? Judging from the comprehensive preparations 
made on this side of the water for operations in China, and from the aum- 
ber of hands gone out to assist at the shipping of new teas, there is every 
reasor: to infer that shipments will be large and rapid, that they will cost 
high, but will be met here by that new order of things which has of late 
years baffled and defeated all exaggerated calculations, and will continue 
to do so, it is to be hoped, for a long time to come No ‘doubt that some 
of the very fine chops of both Black and Red Leaf teas will again 
fetch high, and perhaps very high, prices on arrival here, but the 
majority of fine will not; therefore, we cannot counsel our friends to 
go beyond 2s. Yo 2s. 1d. per !b. fcr the finest sorts ‘(excepting the few 
crack chops which would probably fetch 2s. 4d. to 2s. 9d. or more), Is, 4d. 
to Is. 6d. for best second crop leaf, and not above I 1d. to Is. per Ib., laid 
down here, for comm n and fair medium descriptions. Of the so-called 
new district teas, our friends should choose such only as have strength and 
pungency, without taking the price which ‘ Oui Han’ fetched as a crite- 
rion. This class of tea will meet here an exceptional reception only in case 
the Kaisow crop should be wanting again—otherwise, not; the finest of 
them should therefore not cost above 2s. to 2s. 2d. per Ib.” 

The Produce Markets Review, on the propurtions consumed, has the 
following :—' We have collected with some little trouble approximate 
results, which we think may be accepted by merchants as a general guide 
as to the proportions in which they should buy different classes of Congou. 
We find that the quantity sold under Is. 4d. per lb. amounts to about 60 
per cent., while the qualities from ]s. 4d. to Is. 6d. per lb. form only 10 
per cent. of the whole. Thus 70 per cent. of the consumption of Con- 
gou is under the selling price to the wholesale dealers of Is. 6d. per Ib., 
and it is evident from what we have said that the proportion of teas 
from 1s. to Is. 4d. per lb. must form by far the largest portion of this 
amount ; from Is. 6d. to 2s. the proportion consumed is only 17 
per cent, and above 2s. only 13 per cent. It is thus evident that 
In proportion to their saleability Congous from Is. to Is. 4d. come first ; 
next those from Is. 6d. to 2s.; thirdly, those from 2s. upwards; and 
lastly, those from Is. 4d. to Is. 6d. We have given the apparently minute 
subdivision from 1s. 4d. to 1s. 6d. to show how small the consumption of 
tea is when it approaches the limits of one of the broad classes into which 
the public divide teas. Although the proportion of Congou sold above 
2s. is 13 per cent., it should be borne in mind that hardly any sales over 
2s. 3d. are made. With reference to the more practical considera- 
tion of the prices which are almost certain to prove remunerative, 
we should say that common Congou should not be laid down here 
to cost more than 10d. per lb., medium teas at not more than Is, 3d. per 
Ib., and fine teas, except for one or two of the so-called ‘‘ crack chops,” 
not above Is. 10d. per |b. The price given for medium teas is, of course, 
intended to apply to these sold here at the present time up to Is. 4d. per 
Ib., as the tea market, with the gradual reduction in stocks that is inevitable, 
is likely to have a hardening tendency as the present season advances. 
The London rates of the day may therefore safely be accepted as the basis 
of calculation in China, with the exception of those at present current for 
common Congous, which are evidently too high.” 

S1tk.—The market is steady, prices being well maintained, but has 
been quieter during the last few days. The quotation for best chops 3rd 
Tsatlees is 28s.; good 3}, 24s. to 25s.; fair to good 4 and 4}, 21s. 6d. 
to 233. 6d.; and common 19s, 6d. to 2ls. Good and fine silk is very 
scarce and much inquired for, but the hitherto neglected classes of Asiatic 
silk have to some little extent shared in the general inquiry, although the 
chief demand has been for Tsatlees and best Japans. Canton Silk has been 
interfered with by the low prices ruling for the common Tsatlees, buyers 
rather neglecting it, and buying only at easier rates; a few extra fine 
parcels of Tsatlee reel have sold at 20s. to 2ls., but for the ordinary runs 
of Nos. 1 and 2, 18s. to 19s. has been the ruling quotation. The deliveries 
in February were comparatively good, the improvement in China being 
worthy remark; it may now be hoped that the consumption of Asiatic 
xilk is on the turn. The deliveries in February were, 3,242 bales China, 
419 Canton, and 615 Japan; and from 2ad to 4th inst., 406 China, 50 
Canton, and 136 Japan.
